TEXAS SETS AN EXAMPLE 

An often neglected aspect of examination week is being ap- 
proached by the University of Texas from a new angle, fhc fol- 
lowing editorial comment explains. 

— .:.;,VAn hour of exercise before an examination is more bene- 
ficial than a frantic hour of cramming, in the opinion of the dir-"- 
ector of physical education for women in the University. Acting 
on this belief, the department will require regular a|tten<.'ance at 
gymnasium classes during the week before final examinations. 
Never before have there been gymnasium classes during "dead 
'•'op.k'. 33 the seven days before examinations are called in cam- 
pus slang." 

Such a regulation has not been considered necessary here. if 
•it has been considered at all. During the 'dead week . students 
do not involuntarily indulge in physical training. They are free to 
spend iheiç. waking moments as they will. Many, basing their 
course of action on the assumption that desperate ciscases require 
desperate remedies, will resort to the time-worn remedy, of cram- 
ming in order to overcome the disease of ignorance within' a limit- 
ed time. Physical fitness becomes a secondary consideration. 
-Time assumes an importance that in less cri,tical time would be 
incredible. Force of circumqtances lead us to forego recreation 
that a few more precious minutes may be devoted to the absorp- 
tion of facts, theories and formulae. 

Just at this time it is important to remember that the brain 
is part of the bodj', that what acts to the detriment of one at ihe 
same time reacts to ithe detriment of (he other. Overtaxing the 
brain fatigues the whole system, and as the fatigue increases the 
power of reception of the brain decreases in proportion. Cram- 
ming is of course necessarj' to a certain extent; when it is over- 
done the end in view ôtoes not ju^ify the means employed! 

Regularity in eating and sleeping, some outdoor exercise daily, 
and a cheerful attitude throughout will make the coming Jdead 
week' less dreadful and[^will have a good effect on examination 
results' ,

eori— the g.irdcnH of Now College and

lower tlirougij the midnight rain; old. 
\iicii Hud young men assembling In 
I heir gowns and bright-colored hoods 
for the forma.1 functions of the Uni- 
versity. There is a danger, too. of 
being diverted Into the "curloeltCB" of 
Oxford life, it.-, picturesque institu- 
tions which seem to link this genera- 
lion of undergraiduates to those gen- 
erations which have eonc bclore; the 
"scout" on the staircase who cares for 
your rooms, brings gigantic break- 
fasts for the half-dozen guests who 
■ are huddllns round your feeble fire 
on a damp, cold morning; students 
tearing through the streets on bicy- 
cle.';. rii?hii)E i'rom one lecture to an- 
iitlicr with their short, black gowns 
l>cllyl:ig out behind like a full jib; 
the round tin baili tub— "your batih, 
<ir\" and a cold one at that— which 
fhivorlng Oxford ' men accept de- 
fiantly as à challenge to the progress 
r>f scienco in nialcrlal coinlorts. "lîe- 
inovc not the ancient landmark which 
thy fathers have set."

An 
iiiiliersiinal committee, drawn pa.rlly 
iroin other educational institutions, 
liifpares tjuestions for the written cx- 
iuiilnatlon, conducts the subsequent 
Oral ordeal, aiid gives file candidates 
their llna'I ranking.

Undergraduate Life Exists in Colleges 

But Not in Official University 
;jTho dlsjinclion between Oxford 
IJnivfralty ;«itd the Colloges >-hloli 
c'oinpdsb " it, is not easy to grasp at 
first. The best analogy I know is 
that of the United States itself and 
the "states" which go to make It up. 
The University, under its own name, 
ajid with all its formality and pic- 
turesque ceremony, greets you when 
.i'O^. tjitér.. Qiford, and blesses ,yo.u 
when you depart. And pcrhiips once. 
In the course of your residence, an of- 
ficial of tlio University catchCij you ^in 
iho act of breaking one of .its regula- 
tions. 

But apart from those occasions, the 
undergraduate's life is spent In his 
College: one, two or three hiindrcd 
men . ea.Uijcn!.d._5ithln_j^tj.. fpji^^ 
living there, taking part in the JCfll-, 
lege sports, taking the direction, of 
their work from its tutors, bcloiiging 
to its clubs, and meeting as a com- 
munity .at iloast onct; a day for dinner 
in the college hall. 

Ji^ach callcgc has its cliques; its 
gossip, its internal rows. Its particular 
antipathies among other colleges, its 
traditions, its legends, and its special- 
tics-;^-hcther,^ t\icy be, .stra.wbecr.los- 
in-season, andiovy toast,, or a p'otent 
brew of ale. And wlien you go out 
from the University into life, you are 
forever known as a Trinity man, a 
MagdaJen man, a Bailliol man, as the 
case may be. 

"You Have Mere Chance of Growing 
.tT^And Alse. of .Disintegrating" . 

I'll* various CoHegSs tend, perhaps, 
to prodtice^men of a certain type; but 
far greater soope ls given , to the de- 
velopment of IndiviQuallty In Oxford 
than obtains in the United States. 

You havo moro^ciaace of growing 
In Oxford— and yotj^have more ctîance 
of dlslntegratlng._ In^lhcr wortJs, the 
system (If an opportuntty for educa- 
tldn may properly ;bV-calicd a system) 
is admirably suited to tlio man w'ho 
knows where ho is going, but the man 
with little purpose and no sense of rc- 
sponsibilltj;. is .apt,, to suffer from 
being left eevcrcly alone. 

Nobody bothers you if you fall - to 
show up at College meetings; nobody 
mal'.es you gu I'j lectures; nobody 
thinks you lu-ç otiiccially queer if you 
prefer ihc writlns» of Komo obscure 
liungai-lan poet to those of ArnoOd 
Bennett. "Fools are suffered gladly" 
in the beillef that they win -ivork out 
their own salvation In time, and on 
the chance that (lie "fool" may prove, 
after all, to be right; and thai An- 
dreas Ady may be --i greater figure in 
illierature 'han the author of '"i'he 
Pretty Lady". To go to Oxford may 
bo a- dangerous Intolleotual adven- 
ture; biit one has all the freedom of 
tljç buccaneer \vïille It lasts.

DISPERSION OF FOG 

BYWGEDSAND 

"Tho dispersion of clouda or fog by 
olettrlcally charged sand Is plausflblo," 
declared I>rofessor Smyth of the 
Princeton Chemistry Department to a 
PrlncotoMtan rcport«T< recently. "As 
I understand it, the method is this: 
M airplane scatters electrically charg- 
ed sand from a high tJtltudo down on 
:t cloud bank, the sand particles serve 
ajJ nuclei for Uip condensation of 
moisture in tho atmosphere, and fino 
di-oplete form around Uiern; and they 
finally conglomerate to produce rain, 
thus sca.ttcrlng tho clouds in the Im- 
mediate vloinity. 

CYedl't' for the idea ot the invention 
l« generally giwn to Professor War- 
ren of Combridgo who disousacd his 
theory with Professor Chaffeo of Har- 
vard, At length the Government 
learned of the project, and deoldod to 
finança It, tv4th tho result tliat Pro- 
fessor Chaffeo and Ms brother began 
e.vporltuentfl and research work In 
"rd*?!:. .di;tçrn»JtJO..lJjç..nio»t pr.-usilcal 
iTiothod for diuotiarging tho oioctrlcal- 
ly charged «and parMclos into tho air. 

Tho brothers solved this question by 
Inventing a revolving nozilo operat- 
ing by centrifugal force, driven by a 
BOiior-alor, which mDlrcs tho «and fly 
out. By changing tho direction of the 
ciirront, positive or nogatlvo charges 
<-an bo sent into the parllclcs of twnd. 
NcgaAlvoIy chi^rged . cloijds wore dls- 
pellod liy positively charged particles 
dropped at tho extroino top of tho 
oloud, while clouds with positive 
charges wore made to disappear by 
dropiiing negatively ohargod partlclci 
also at; r.lin top. if tho cloud has no 
chargo It may bo scattorod by charg- 
ing it, ono,iya,v,. and. then tttlaeklng it 
with ail, oppostQ' ul^argo, ■ i 

ProofsBor Hniyt.li declared tliat tho 
practcal UBu of tho Invcnllnn would 
bo to clear away clouds or thick lulsts 
above landing fiolda for airplanes, and 
to rid harb^rs qt enveloping fogs. 
"Though It is. ctoimod thai th's part 
of ihe oxporlinent- works sartlsfactorl- 
ly," addod I'rofessor Smyth, "I doiiht 
very much If any rfuantlty of rain 
could bo produçed by this iTiothod, Of 
course to get any rain at all theni 
miiat ho a gi^t .ainonut of moisturo 
In tho aimoapbçro in tho Immedlato 
-vlplntty of .wherp .Ihp rain is neodud.

It was on a. cold November clay, in the year 1829. that a 
group of Cambridge men took the old" "Puck" coach on its way 
through deep snow lo Oxford, ihcrc |lo bring about one of the 
most inlerseling single cvcninRS in the, history of undergraduate 
life. 

The debating Unions of Oxforc' and Cambridge were both 
about a half dozen years old. Oxford ha<^ more polish, Cam- 
bridgo more substance. The Oxford men later .admitted that in 
this advcnjture they had rushed in where angels feared to tread. 
Their quarters were more comfortable,\lhan their rivals', anci they 
thought they had to do with an invasion of the Barbarians. 

But at Cambridge there was a group of men, a society call- 
ed the Apostles; and their grca,t adventure, their apostolic mis- 
sion was to consist in nothing less than the friendly overwhelm- 
ing of Oxford, the entire university, into finally accepting her 
own poet, Percy Byssc Shelley. This was to be done skillfully by 
drawing Oxford into a debate comparing the merits of Shelley 
j.^-;. wifh those of Bj^ron, who had' begun his stormy career in the 
i^il .school they themselves represented. 

Both poets had died in the previous decade, Shelley three 
years before Byron. 

Oxford had never been interested in her poet, whose pain- 
ful student days had been those of a gentle but awkwarct ghost. 
He shunned activities, he had no use for the commonplace col- 
lege gajlherings; and what he called the "turbulent animalisms" of 
the students filled him with disgust. Besides, was he not an 
"aetheist." and as such almost untouchable?-^Even later, when 
the rest of the woric' began to praise Shelley, his 'Alma Mater' 
still remained aloof, superior, and ignorant. 

The stage discharged a remarkable jtrio of Cambridge men. 
Arthur Hallam. the manly and gentia fellow /whose, death by 
drowning was later to inspire Tennyson's In Memoriam; Thomas 
.Sunderland, and Monckton Milnes, Lord Houghton. The last- 
nameo never afterwards was certain whether he had fibbed or 
npt to venerable Mr. Wordsworth, then master of Trinity College, 
4||ii|'Qrder jto get away. Shelley was not yet a name to be carelessly 
' sp-fHs^sn h^avs ps^& emsm. 

They were met by the Oxford men, led by one William 

• ILwarl Gladstone."*" à tall chap with black hair and flashing eyes, 
f who already shone foi^th his power, and was admired by his fel- 
low-students as one who would be sure to make his way. "The 
man that took me most," wrote Milnes later, "was the youngest 

. Gladstone of Liverpool — I am sure, a very superior person.*' 
''tk\ With him, amonst the others, was one Henry Edward Man- 

'^'A ingJA also a fellow of portent, already an infallible young Pope 
"ïpSfthel'^'eyes of his friends, and a "ready and agreeable speaker 
the Union." 

TTie d'ebale commenced, before union benches that "swarm- 
ed and murmured like a hive of bees." 

Oxford innocently plunged. Shelley they did not know, nor 
' was much attention being paid to him at Oxford. Byron they 
knew; therefore he must be superior. "Manning's speech . . was 
a clever piece of special pleaoing. Strange to relate, |the pose af- 
fected by Oxford in this matter was rather a subtle form of ig- 
norance, based, in the main." on what feeling could be cherished 
in an intellectual man with a stubborn honesty as a defense 
against what was believed to be ajtheism. Herein, at this epoch, 
Oxford hardly dreamed in public debate of disputing the deci- 

■ sions of authority, for these hud the force of an accepted rcvela- 
i-yjir tion. But the Cambridge rncn, in speaking for Shelley, swept this 

Pî- defense away. It was a defense against an imaginary foe . . ." 
gf;-"..- • The battle turned into a rout. 

, Mannin',î later said the ciehatc had been a niistake| so ill 
equipped were he and his friends to deal with what "ethereal poet- 
ry implies. "We Oxford men were precise, orderly, and morbidly 
afraid of excess in word' of manner. The Cambridge oratory, 
he declared, "came like a flood into a millpond' ... I remember 
the effect of Sunderland's declamation to this day. It had never 
" ibeen seen or heard' before among us. We cowered like birds i and 
/ ran like sheep." 

Bu|t it was Hallam, thinks the chronicler, who contributed 
the most. "Hallam, the man who had helped lo rescue Adonais 

• .from .neglect, himself to become, through a great poet, a classic 
•figure, an example, as long as the language shall last, of the 
beauty inherent in manly living and accomplishment . . Mota- 
physical depths of thougbjt and feeling had already been sojund- 
eci by him, and for the poet of his choice, master of organ or 

;;,j||j:^U,rjimpe^ or of the slenderest reed, who had passed through life 
"^'^Ijp^ouch with divinity, though others knew it not, he utjtered wjth 
passion what passion steepejd in knowledge could positively 
prove." 

Milnes — consummate advocate, in ord'or to show how 
Shelley's youthful atheism later changed into a similarity to 
Chrislain faith, read with feeling from the fine chorus of the 
'J-Iellas,* one of SbcUcy's latent works, the lines: 
A power from the unknown God. 

A Promethean conqueror came. 
Like a triumphant path he |trod 

TTic thorns of death and shame. ^ 
That these occured in a dramatic part, not as words of the 
author, he glossed over; but he had struck home. Tlierc wûs a 

■ '.silence of .several minutes. 
Then Manning arose to close the deb8|te, speaking with
